Report of the School Board. 


The small space allotted us for our school report, forbids 
our giving more than a_ brief outline of the character, pro- 
gress and wants of our Public Schools. 

From the knowledge we have gained by our school visits, 
and from the records kept by the teachers, we are satisfied 
that much has been accomplished in the way of education 
during the past year. 

The teachers generally have shown much interest’ in their 
school work. 

Some have been preeminently successful in improving the 
character and scholarship of those under their instruction. 

The pupils have manifested a love for study, and a_ willing- 
ness to obey the rules and regulations of the school. 

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
Are undergoing a change that will render them more system- 
atic in their operations, and more efficient in a timely diffu- 
sion of useful knowledge. . 

And the time is not far uistant when every child may re- 
ceive a liberal education, if we make a proper use of: the 
Means that we possess. 

SCHOOL GOVERNMENT. 

The administration of school government, at the present 
day, difilers wideiy from what it was fifty years ago. 

The time was when the rod settled all difficulties im the 
scheol room, but the rule of force has gradually yielded to the 
law of kindness. 

Parents and teachers have learned that in most cases of re- 
quired discipline, rough treatment to children tends to make 
them rebellious; while kind and gentle management touches 
their **¢z2er U7fe,” and procures submission. 2 

The teacher should not arouse the latent evil in the child, 
but rather encourage the growth of its higher and better na- 
ture; and bring out and develope its best qualities.

THE TEACHER’S WORK. 

In the noble work of educating the young, no one holds so 
Important a position as the school teacher does. 

The oft repeated saving, that, ‘‘ As the teacher ts, so ¢s the 
school,” has in most cases proved correct. 

If the teacher’s character and manners are in any degree to 
be repreduced in her pupils, it is quite certain that literary at- 
tainments are not the only qualifications necessary for her to 
possess. 

She should, first of all, possess good moral and religious 
principles; other essential qualifications are literary acquire- 
ments. personal force, tact. and a love of the work. 

One has said that **To properly educate a child, is to make 
him a self-governing, law abiding, and God-fearing citizen.” 
Much of this must be learned from the teacher, rather than 
from the text books. 

A successful teacher loves her work and her pupils. She 
cares for their interest and comforts and sécks to make their 
tasks as clear, simple and practicable as possible. 

TEXT ROOKS. 

Harper’s readers and Sheldon’s arithmetics, after being 
carefully examined, and compared with the school books ot 
other authors, were selected by your School Board as being 
well adapted to the wants of our schools. 

Vhese books are well designed and substantially made, and 
the clear, concise manner in which the subject matter is pre- 
sented to the student, cannot fail to recominend them to the 
good judgment of every one.
